the society did not have the funds to 
spare at present to assist the unfortu- 
nate church at Conrad, but hoped to 
be able to do so at some future time, 
etc.

* A BUILDING FEAT. 


House Completed, Furnished and Oc- 
cupied In Twelve Hours. 
In the Wide World Magazine Harold

accomplished in St. Louis—viz, the 
complete erection and occupation of a 
house in a single day. It was the 
bride’s ardently expressed wish to 
have a home to go to that caused the 
builder to attempt it, and he succeed- 
ed. 
meal 
where the house was to stand showed 
not the slightest sign of human activ- 
ity. Ragweed and goldenrod greeted 
the sunshine, and the scene was abso- 
lutely innocent of a stick of timber, a 
piece of stone, brick or other material 
But when the 7 o’clock whistles blew 
on the mourning in question, however. 
there was a concerted movement of 
men and wagons toward the lot. 

In the erection of the dwelling 75,000 
nails were used, 11,000 feet of timber 
cut and fitted, 12.000 shingles put on 
the roof, 6,000 laths used to make the 
walls, 375 yards of plaster spread and 
several gallons of paint used. 

Twenty-five carpenters were employ- 
ed on the job, of whom eighteen work- 
ed ten hours and the remaining seven 
eleven hours each. Twelve lathers 
and twelve plasterers did the lath- 
ing and plastering in three bours. Two 
men built the chimney in four hours 
forty-tive minutes. Four men put the 
roof on ip three hours, while two men 
did the plumbing and gasfitting in tive 
hours. One man did the electric wir- 
ing ip one and a half hours, while four 
men did the necessary painting in five 
hours. | ae OR pes

ferred them to their rightful places in 
the record built home. In just under 
an hour the newly married couple and 
their friends. who had meanwhile 
come upon the scene, sat down to a 
sumptuous dinner.

The Most Ancient Man. 

The average reader does not see 
much difference in age betweer human 
remains. found in the beds of the pleis- 
tocene and the pliorene, but to the 
geologist the difference is very great, 
only be cannot express it in years or 
centuries. Until recently the oldest re- 
mains of map known dated back to the 
middie pleistovene. Among these are 
the celebrated relics from Neanderthal, 
Spy and other places. But in October, 
1907, a lower human jaw was found in 
deposits attributed to the early pleis- 
tocene or even the late pliocene, This 
would give it a greater antiquity than 
any of the others and entitle it to be 
called the oldest remains of the human 
species, ‘The teeth are well preserved. 
The most remarkable feature of the 
jaw is the absence of a chin. The ca- 
nine teetb are not unduly prominent, 
and the dimensions of the teeth are 
within the limits of variation in living 
man. 


Instaliment Plan Dressing. 

“Clothes for the year furnished on 
the installment pian” is the novel offer 
about to be made, it is said, to the wo- 
men customers of a smart London 
house. The pian of the shopkeeper is 
to agree with a client upon a sum 
which shall cover that client’s expend- 
iture for dress for the next twelve 
months. The customer binds herself to 
buy everytbing from that shop, and 
the shop undertakes to supply her 
with what sbe requires. The payments 
are to be made monthly ip advance.

ada, Jamaica, Trinidad, St. Lucia, 
Barbadoes, Leeward Islands and Brit- 
ish Guinea have also been reduced to 
a uniform rate of 12 cents per pound 
or fraction of a pound, the limit of 
weight for one parcel being 11 pounds. 
The Leeward Islands include the post: 
offices of Dominico, Montzerrat and 
St. Kitts, the latter office being an ex-- 
change office for parcels for and from 
Nevis and Virgin Islands.

Fisheries Case Delayed 

Ottawa.—On request ‘of the United 
States government the date for the 
hearing at The Hague of the case in 
respect to the rights of United States. 
fishermen in Newfoundland and Ca- 
nadian waters on the North Atlantic 
has been postponed for six weeks. 
from the date set for’ the hearing, 
namely, April 4 next. The govern- 
ment at Washington represented that: 
the postponement was desirable in 
order to allow further time for the 
preparation of the case and Great 
Britain, Canada and Newfoundland 
have consented to the postponement- 
The dates for the forwarding of the 
formal rejoinders to the statement of 
the respective claims as exchanged 
last October by Great Britain and the 
United States and for amending these 
statements are also set forward six 
weeks, 

Honor Dead Statesman 
, London.—The centenary of the birth 
of Wm. Ewart Gladstone was com- 
memoreted not only in the land of 
his birth but in countries like Greece, 
the Balkans and Armenia, whose peo- 
ples still cherish the memory of the 
statesman’s exertions in their behalf. 

Many foreign diplomats of Finland, 
Russia, Holland, Bulgaria, Greece, Ar- 
menia, Servia and other states joined 
in services which were held at West- 
minster, At Hawarden where Glad- 
stone in the Strand was. fairly hidden 
beneath floral offerings that had come 
from all parts of the world while his: 
tomb in Westminster Abbey was cov- 
ered with tributes received from the 
government of Bulgaria.

King and Lord Knollys, His Secre 
tary, Have Exact Replicas. 


The King might presumably lay 
claim, if he thought it worth hia 
while, to being editor-in-chief of the 
“Court Circular,” seeing that he in- 
spires, by his acts or by his\ words, | 
almost the whole of the matter con- 
tained therein. But it would be quite 
conceivable that, if an uninitiated per- 
son happened to call upon the real 
editor of that high-class newspaper, 
he might come away with the idea 
that it was actually and personally 
edited by the King of England. 

Mr. David Tollemache is the editor 

of the ‘Court Circular,” a man well 
known in- press cireles, but it is a 
Strange coincidence, considering the 
appointment he holds, that he is so 
like the King that he has been mis- 
taken for him times without number. 
Once when he was dining at a res- 
taurant in Boulogne, a posse of gen- 
darmes had hastily to be sent for to 
keep in order the huge crowd which 
had assembled to do honor to and 
to welcome the King of England, who 
they thought was paying a sort of 
surprise visit to the famous old sea- 
port. 
Quite a romance could be imagined 
with respect to two men who hold 
very different positions in the world, 
for if Lord Knollys, the urbane, tact- 
ful, kindly, polished private secretary 
to His Majesty the King, were to wish 
it to be understood that he was quiet- 
ly engaged with his duties in his of- 
fice at Buckingham Palace or Wind- 
sor Castle, as the case might be, 
where he was occupied upon some 
strictly private business for his royal 
master, he could not do better than to 
install in his,chair, pro tem, Mr. Os- 
car Parker, the editor of The English 
Illustrated Magazine. It does not fol- 
low that the journalist would be able 
to do the secretary’s work, but he 
would serve as his substitute so far 
as appearance is concerned, for the 
two men are strikingly alike both in 
feature and figure. 

There are two men in public life 
4vho could not be more alike if, in- 
stead of being absolutely unrelated, 
they, had been twins, and—a most ex- 
traordinary coincidence — these two 
gentlemen actually opposed one an- 
other in South Hackney in the Gen- 
eral Election of 1895. Lord Justice 
Moulton—then Mr. Fletcher Moulton 
—Senior Wrangler and famous advo- ; 
cate, is a Liberal, and Mr. T. H. 
Robertson, who is also a barrister, is 
a Conservative, and, it goes without 
saying, they did not appear upon the 
same platform.

The face and figure of Sir Edward 
Clarke, the famous advocate, are very 
familiar to the English public by rea- 
son -of his Parliamentary eminence 
and the fact that he has been promi- 
nent in some of the atest law cases 
of modern times... His side-whiskers 
and his strong, benevolerit face would 
make him recognizable anywhere; but 
che has a double too, who, probably 
quite unconsciously, but nevertheless 
with extraordinary fidelity, reproduces 
Sir Edward’s appearance.

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NEW IDEA IN BRIDGES, 
Handsome Trussed Concrete Bridge 
on the Etobicoke, 

With the opening recently of the 
new bridge across the Etobicoke 
River connecting the counties of 
York and Peel at the Middle road, a 
new era in bridge-building in Canada 
began. ~ For many. months bridge- 
builders and engineering experts 
have been waiting to see whether 
the theories of the two young 
Canadian engineers, Frank Barber 
and Clarence R. Young, would stand 


the tests on the day of trial. Both 
men are well known in Toronto, Mr, 


Barber being engineer for the County, 


of York, and Mr. Young a lecturer 
on engineering at the University of 
Toronto. Since entering into _part- 
nership they have advocated building 
bridges of reinforced concrete, the 
whole weight to be carried on trusses 
built of reinforced concrete. . They 
claimed that the cost would be no 
greater than an ll-steel construction, 
that it woyld carry a greater load, 
present a more beautiful architectural 
appearance, and outlast by many 
times the ordinary life of a steel 
bridge. The theories were plausible, 
but no council wished to be the first 
to experiment. 

Recently when the County Coun- 
cils of York and Peel decided to build 
a steel bridge across the Etobicoke 
Mr. Barber renewed his efforts to try 
out his theories, and the councils con- 
sented to jointly share the risk of an 
experiment. The contractor, Mr. O. L. 
Hicks, agreed to accept the contract 
at the price of the lowest tender for 
a steel bridge, and the work was be- 
gun in May. 

Once a freshet came down: the 
river, which at the bridge is eighty- 
two feet wide, and swept away a lot 
of staging and forms. Finally the 
metal work in the shape of nineteen 
tons of three-quarter inch steel rods 


and steel trusses was put in place | 


and surrounded by wooden “forms.”’ 
It took three months to get it ready. 
Then early in the grey dawn of a 
Monday morning a gang of men 
started to work mixing the concrete 
and filling the forms. They worked 
continuously from daybreak till after 
sunset each night for six nights. At 
night they slept on the ground beside 
their work. Very close to the hour 
of midnight on the Saturday night the 
last shovelful of concrete was thrown 
in, and the men celebrated the oc- 
casion in their own way. Their ob- 
ject in getting the wet mixture in 
quickly was to make the bridge one 
solid piece of concrete. 

All of the usual tests have been 
applied, and an extra novel and un- 
rehearsed one. A drove of cattle, 167 
in all, came to the river to drink. 
These were driven on to the bridge. 
With the great strain of the huddled, 


struggling herd upon it the vibration | 
of the bridge’ was scarcely percept- } 


ible. 

The bridge has a span of over eighty 
feet. In appearance it is a piece of 
handsome and substantial masonry. 
It is ornamented by a shapely balus- 
trade, which looks as perfect as cut 
stone. The cost of the structure was 
less than $4,000:

QUESTION NOW BEING Discuss. 
ED IN LONDON

The Toronto Correspondent of the 
London Times Writes Strong Let- 
ter About the Foreign Population 
of the Canadian West—London 
Paper is Boosting South America as 
a Field for Investments. 


London,.—Liberal papers are pulling 
the leg of the Times. One paper oriti- 
cises the latter’s Toronto correspohd- 
ent for saying: 

“Pretty plainly with its increasing 
preponderance of foreign population, 
the Canadian West cannot be kept 
loyal to the Empire unless it be given 
a bribe in the shape of a tax on the 
food of the people of Britain.” 

Commenting, a Liberal paper says 
sarcastically; ‘‘This is Imperial think- 
ing which one may leave to the slan- 
dered people of Canada to character- 
ize adequately.” 

Another paper remarks on the mam- 
moth supplement of the Times de- 
voted to the glorification of South 
America, concerning which the Times 
says that fewer portions of the globe 
offer richer rewards to capitalists. 

Commenting, the Liberal paper 
amusedly points out that this is a hint 
to accelerate that exodus of British 
capital which tariff reformers lament, 
but coupled with the Times it adds 
that it is an undisguised fact that 
British capital has had a great deal 
to do with the development of Latin 
America. 

Speaking at Liverpool F. E. Smith 
said that people had learned from 
Robert Blatchford what Lord Roberts 
had been telling his countrymen for 
three years, namely, that there had 
been a fatal betrayal of the irreduc- 
ible minimum of national security and 
that we were not safe ufless we take 
more efficient measures for national 
defence. 

Speaking at Chester, Rt. Hon. Geo. 
Wyndham asked: ‘Are you going to 
trust national defence to those who 
understand it or to a playful, pathetic 
and romantic chancellor of the ex- 
chequer?”’ 

Speaking at Swindon John Dillon 
said that if the government won and 
got a mandate to contest the authority 
of the House of Lords, then Home 
Rule was a certainty. 

Boeesine at Rugby, Lord Salisbury 
said he thought it a pity to have two 
elective bodies to govern the country. 
An independent body was wanted 

ith a great sense of responsibility 
doing its utmost to interpret the 
wishes of the country.” ‘

New York.—A “London cable de- 
spatch, received here, says that skep- 
ticism as to the existence of canals 
on’ Mars was shown by several well 
known astronomers at a meeting of 
the British Astrological association 
there. : 

8. A. Saunders exhibited lantern 
slides of photographs of Mars taken 
by Professor Hall by means of teles- 
cope at Mount Wilson observatory in 
California. He remarked that the 
canals were not shown, the explana- 
tion being that the telescope was too 
strong to indicate them. 

This statement evoked laughter. 

Edward Walter Munder of the 
Greenwich observatory, said that there 
was no indication on the photograph 
of a spider-like network. 

Munder said there was never any 
real ground for the supposition that 
there was any evidence of artificial 
markings on Mars and it was better 
for science that the idea had been dis- 
posed of.

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SETTLERS FOR THE NORTH 


An Unprecedented Rush to the Gran- 
de Prairie District Is Antici- 
pated Next Spring 


Edmonton.—Within the next month 
or two Edmoggon will witness what 
will be the first genuine stampede of 
settlers into the Grande Prairie 
country. — 

Several large parties of settlers, 
some of whom are already in the city 
outfitting preparatory to an_ earl 
start for the north in the spring, will 
take up land in the Grande Prairie 
next summer.and will go in for 
farming and ranching on a _ large 
scale, 

Since the announcement that the 
Dominion government has opened 
up over thirty . townships of that 
stretch of the north for settlement 
within the past year, a continuous 
stream of prospective settlers have 
been pouring into the city, and more 
are preparing to ¢ome, chiefly from 
the northwestern states. Many of 
these are preparing to file upon 
homesteads the moment that the new 
land is opened up by the Dominion 
government. 

The indications at 
a single. party of at least 200 settlers 
beund for the Grande Prairie will go 
north in the spring and early sum- 
mer from Edmonton This will be 
the largest individual emigration for 
tha! country that has ever been ex- 


resent are that 


perienced, At present there are. but 
a few scattered fanfilies in the 
Grande Prairie, settled upon the 


small portion of land which was sur- 
\eyed some. years ago. 


Is Cause of Aurora 

Boston, Mass.—Neon, a newly-dis- 
covered gas, is the cause of Aurora 
Borealis, according to Dr: W. L. Dud- 
ley, head of the department of chem- 
istry of Vanderbilt university, who 
spoke recently before the division of 
physical and inorganic chemists at 
the convention of the American as- 
sociation for the advancement of 
science. 

Dr. Dudley showed What he claimed 
to be the only sample of Neon in this 
country. It requires over 100 tons of 
air to get a pint of it. He has dis- 
covered that the friction of Neon 
against mercury produces a yellow 
light. Dr. Dudley concludes that at 
the poles Neon, being under high pres- 
sure because of the cold, is acted up- 
on by magnetic currents, producing 
the Aurora Borealis. 


Kaiser Challenge on the Pacific Now 

Sydney, N.S.W.—A conference be- 
tween representatives of Australia, 
New Zealand, the Fiji islands, and 
the western Pacific with the British 
admiralty recommends the adoption 
an .-all-red, government-owned, 
wireless scheme for the Pacific with 
high power stations at Sydney, Doubt- 
less bay, New Zealand, Suva and the 
Ocean islands. 

It is significant that, while the con- 
ference was sitting, Germany took the 
lead and is linking up the German 
protectorates. 

German rivalry in the Pacific prom- 


ises to be as keen as in the North 
Sea. : 


Canuks Want to Go To Sea 

Ottawa.—Over a hundred applica- 
tions have been received at the ma- 
rine department for positions in the 
proposed Canadian navy. Included 
in the number are applications from 
several men who have-served in the 
British navy, and are now onthe re- 
serve. It is not likely, however, that 
any large proportion of these will be 
engaged, but younger men _ sought. 
|The pay of the officers will be similar 
to what obtains in the British navy, 
but the scale for the crew will be 
higher and more along the lines of 
what is paid in the United States. 

It is expected that the cruiser Rain- 
bow will arrive in Canada early in 
June. Negotiations for a second train- 
ing ship have not yet taken definite 
form, There are several proposals 


being discussed with the admiralty at 
present, 


Sir Wilfrid Speaks of Canada’s Future 

Ottawa.—At the annual dinner of 
the Ottawa board of trade, Senator 
Belcourt expressed the hope ‘that 
Earl Grey might be given another 
term. If not he could in no better 
way earn the gratitude of the Do- 
minion than by an earnest endeavor, 
which no doubt would be successful, 
to induce King Edward to honor Can- 
ada with a visit. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, replying to the 
toast ‘Canada, Our Country” quoting 
the phrase that the 20th century is 
for Canada, referred to the vast suc- 
cess which the American _ states 
achieved during the past century. 

‘We have a better country than they 
have,” he remarked ‘‘and the future is 
in our own hands.”

GERMANY IS WILLING 


ENGLAND AND GERMANY . MAY 
HAVE AGREEMENT 


May Agree to Co-operate in Certain 
Colonial Matters, on the Question 
of the Near East, and to Exchange 
Information with Great Britain 
Respecting Future Naval Pro- 
grammes, 


London.—Notwithstanding the semi- 
official denials, the story of an im- 
pending entente between Germany and 
Great Britain persists. The Standard, 
which is usually anti-German, gives 
prominence to a statement from its 
Berlin correspondent in which he 
says: : 

“Germany is willing, for the pres- 
ent at any rate, to consider the pos- 
sibility of concluding a rapproache- 
ment with Great Britain on a triple 
basis as follows: ‘ 

First, an agreement to co-operate in 
certain colonial matters, chiefly in 
Africa, where the British and Ger- 
man dominions are adjacent to one 
another. 

Second, an agreement regarding the 
futvre of the near east from the Bos- 
phorus to the Persian gulf. 

Third, an agreement 
naval expansigg,. 

The correspohdent says he has ex- | 
cellent authority for his assertion. 
He adds that the Emperor and Chan- 
cellor Von Bethmann-Hollweg are 
united in promoting the new policy, 
which Herr Bernburg, minister of the 
colonies, also strongly supports. 

However, according to this version, 
there will be no abandonment of any 
part of Germany’s naval programme, 
and the utmost limit of concession 
that Germany is likely to make on 
the naval question is to agree, after 
every detail of her navy acts is ful- 
filled, to exchange information with 
Great Britain respecting future naval 
programmes. 

The correspondent says that no con- 
siderable progress has as yet been 
made in the attainment of the sug- 
gested understanding.
